“Desertion,” the Chancellor holdm **lr 
Justified ouly when shown by clear anil sat¬ 
isfactory proof that the deserting imriy 
has been so offended against as to author¬ 
ise at bis Instance, a decree r*t judicial 
sepsration. If the defendant would rely 
upon his charge of adultery as defence 
against her, the charge or desertion, he 
must prove It. There Is no evidence that 
It was the Intention of the defendant at 
the time he left the petitioner to Inaltute 
a suit for divorce onthc grounds of adult¬ 
ery.

Cariboo dlslriet is expected to 1 m* free 
from snow nud frost so mining can be 
prosecuted In earnest by April 15, J. 
B. Hobson. general manager of the 
Horwelty ami Cariboo mines, arrived on 
the M'tiud Saturday en mute to the Cari- 
boo district with 35 experienced hydrau¬ 
lic miners from Placer. California. The 
Cariboo mine Is at D tad to yield cents 
to a cubic yard of enrth ami the Horse¬ 
fly 20 cents n yard. The average om- 
oont of gold contained in Californio hy¬ 
draulic diggings i* 3% ceuta u yard. The 
owners of the two mines have construc¬ 
ted « canal twenty miles long |M an- 
other canal twelve miles loug to convey 
u;it*-r to the mines. From April 1 to 
October 20 last year, the company took 
out $00,000 nnd 100.000 from the Cari¬ 
boo and Horsefly mines re*|M*etlvely. 
This senaon it is expected to clean up 
9800.000 nnd $100,000 from the respec¬ 
tive Haims. 

A well known miner from the Cariboo 
district recently said to a News report¬ 
er: **A large number of miners nre go¬ 
ing to Cariboo from different parts of 
the eouutry. nnd all expect to strike a 
bona nr. a. Deep placer milling in old 
creek boftoms is tin* favorite method of 
necking the elusive gold dust in the Cari¬ 
boo diatrht. It tvqulrea an immense 
amount of labor and quite a little capi¬ 
tal to mine in tlmr way. but It seems to 
pay in nearly nil instances where the 
work is thoroughly done. Shallow placer 
mining was carried on exterisively In 
the Cariboo district over 35 years ago, 
nnd the mines were abandoned after 
tiu» bar* were all worked* over. Since 
the deep mining Inis been inaugurated 
there the district has developed into one 
of the rhhcHt in America.”
